HEAVY FIGHTING STILL GOES ON 
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ULTIMATE DECISION IS NOT REACHED 


By Associated Press. 


Persistent attacks with strong forces of infantry and lavish use 


of artillery have not enabled the Germans to break through the 
British defense and, after four days, the great offensive blow in 
Northern France has not yet brought a decision for the attackers. 
Heavy fighting is in progress around Bapaume, near Peronne and 
where the British and French fronts connect. 


Field Marshal Haig's withdrawal, previously planned in case 


of a heavy enemy attack, has been_ executed in a manner de- 
scribed as masterly, and great credit for its success is given to the 
small units which, sometimes outnumbered eight or nine to one, 
.clung to their posts and impeded the German advance. The 
British have made few counter-attacks, but every one attempted 
has been successful. British efforts are centered on withdrawing • 
as occasion requires, and permitting the enemy to wear himself 
out before the British defense. 


Sunday the attacking forces in the north reached the old battle 


field of the Somme, from which the Germans retreated a year 
igo. Again Bapaume and Peronne are the centers of the most 
bitter fighting. Bapaume is the key position between Arras and 
Albert, and Berlin reports that a "gigantic struggle' is being 
made for its possession. 


The capture of Peronne is claimed by the Germans, but heavy 


fighting is taking place north of it and southward along the 
Somme river. Between Bapaume and Peronne the Germans have 
reached the Transloy-Combles-Maurepas line, where they are 
held by the British. 


On the southern end of the great battle line the sanguinary

SHIPBUILDING AXD THE WAR 


Eeports of the British Admiralty 
published 


Wednesday showed the heavy losses sustained since 
the war started by allied and neutral shipping. 
The losses by enemy submarines and other risks 
were not replaced, by about 3.000,000 tons, by new 
building. However, the acquisition of enemy ship- 
ping in allied ports and the new building programs 
being carried out in England and the "United States 
promise to make up this loss before many months. 
The allied navies are confident that they have the 
submarine situation well in hand, and the outlook 
is not nearly so discouraging now as it was eight 
months ago. 


But however optimistically the situation may be 


viewed, it must not be forgotten that everything 
depends on the successful prosecution of new build- 
ing plans. There must be no let-up in earnest, loyal 
work, no breakdown anywhere along the line in the 
furnishing of material and transportation facilities. 
It is vital to the success of the war that the increase 
of tonnage production over loss be maintained until 
a decisive victory is achieved. 


So far as the United States is concerned, the out- 


•look is not exactly bad, but the prospect for the 
production of new ships is considerably less than 
the 6,000,000 tons promised by the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation. Experienced shipbuilders, such as the 
president of the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, pre-: 
•diet that the 1918 output will be between 2,000,000 
and 3,000,000 tons of merchant shipping. Senator 
Fletcher, chairman of the Senate commerce com- 
mittee, which has been investigating the shipping 
situation, thinks that the nation should produce 
from 3.000,000 to 4,000.000 tons of shipping of all 
kinds this year. His committee found that a ship 
a day is being launched now and that all indications 
point to two ships a day by May, providing the 
present slow movement of steel to the building 
plants is overcome.

United States Supreme Court.

law 
under \\ hich 
the action was 


brought had been repealed 
by the 
state of California, the Supreme Court 
held, and dibmissed the proceedings. 


The action in question was insti- 


tuted by H. A. Mofae and J. F Brad- 
fcrd, who sued under a one-time state 
law imposing liability on directors of 
corporations that become insolvent. 
The pro\isio"ns of the statute invoked 
bj the plamtifts held that where the 
directors caused to be created a cor- 
poiation indebtedness in excess of an 
amount equal to 
the outstanding 


stock, the directors would be liable 
for any loss sustained by investors 
thereby. 


The lower court held that the law 


had been appealed by the act of the 
legislature, and it was m upholding the 
lower court that the Supreme Court 
upheld what has been considered a 
decree defining the right or bond- 
'holders to recover in situations sim- 
ilar to the 
Ocean Shore financial 
disaster.

"This is how I think the war will 


end: 
The German front inevitably will

That ultimate, and to my mind inevita- 
' ble, break-up will, of course, be helped 
enormously and accelerated when the

"To me the most hopeful fact of the 


situation Is that this looks like a last 
desperate gamble of
